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MAYOR SHOT 10 DEATH 
IN NEW YORK SUBURB 


Bodyguard Wounded by Patrol- 
man He Defeated in Election 
at Long Beach, N. Y, 


LOrYG BEACH, N. Y., Nov. 15 


(AP).—Mayor Louis F. Edwards of 
this seaside resort was shot and 
killed today in front of his home 
in an exclusive residential section 
near the Atlantic Ocean. His body- 
guard, Police Sergeant James 
Walsh, was seriously wounded. 

Soon after the 48-year-old Mayor 
fell to the sidewalk, a patrolman 
who was defeated last week by 
Walsh—the candidate favored by 
the Mayor for president .of -the 
Patrolmeén's Benevolent Association 
—presented to Long Beach police. 
He was charged with homicide. 

The patrolman, Alvin Dooley, 45 
years old, on his beat at the time 
of the shooting, was taken to Mine- 
ola County Jail. 

Police Chief Edward J. Agnew 
said a neighbor saw Dooley fire 
five shots from his revolver at the 
two men near the Mayor’s home as 
they walked toward the Mayor’s 
office in City Hall. 

One shot struck the hand of a 
passing postman, Fred  Schratwei- 
ser, wounding him slightly. 

A crowd of about 1000 persons— 
one-sixth of the population of the 
city, which mounts in summer, 
however, to 40,000—gathered at 
the Long Beach Police Station 
when news of the shooting spread. 
There were shouts of “Lynch him!” 
from persons in the crowd as half 
a dozen detectives left for Mineola.

Investigation of a letter found 
yesterday in the possession of Rus- 
sell Stoddard, ex-jockey, who was 
stabbed in Los Angeles, was 
dropped by Chicago police after 
Los Angeles ~-uthorities branded the 
letter a hoax. The letter hinted 
that the identity of O’Hare's kill- 
ers was known to some persons who 
would wreak revenge. 


Additional angles in the O’Hare 
case will be investigated in St.

more about a letter, sent to O’Hare 
two years ago from St. Louis, which 
contained a warning that Capone 
wanted him out of the way. 

The five Capone followers were 
arrested at the Paddock Club in 
Cicero, Ill., which was once the 
principal domain of the Capone 
gang. There were about 20 custo- 
mers in the club when Kelly made 
his raid. 

He said two of the men taken into 
custody were exercise boys at 
Sportsman’s Park and that the 
other three were collectors for a 
slot machines syndicate. Kelly seiged 
two pistols and a record book. 

The name of the Paddock Club 
was scribbled on the back of the 
envelope in which Stoddard’s letter 
was contained. Los Angeles police 
said that after several hours of 
questioning Stoddard admitted that 
he had sent the letter to himself, 
via his mother, in order to make 
himself look like a “big shot” in 
the eyes of his friends.

NAZI RADIO GIBES 
AT BRITISH HABIT

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP).—The 
English custom of driving on the 
left side of the road instead of the 
right, the Columbia Broadcasting 
System reports today, has become 
a target for German propaganda.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—In a 
surprise shake-up, Major-General 
Thomas Q. Ashburn has been oust- 
ed as head of the Government- 
owned and operated Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation, and former 
Representative Chester Thompson 
(Dem.), Rock Island, Ill, has re- 
placed him, 

Thompson was sworn in as chair- 
man pf the board and president of 
the ¢@orporation at noon today in 
the Bffice of Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce John M. Johnson. At 
the same time, John Powell, comp- 
troller of the corporation and audi- 
tor of the’ Warrior River Terminal 
Co., the railroad subsidiary of the 
corporation, was sworn in as vice- 
president, and Aubrey Mills, an as- 
sistant to Secretary of Commerce 
Harry Hopkins, was named admin- 
istrative assistant to Thompson. 
Powell is the oldest employe, in 
point of service, with the corpora- 
tion. 

Ashburn, who had been with the 
corporation since its inception, did 
not attend the swearing-in ceremo- 
nies. His resignation was request- 
ed orally by Assistant — 

Johnson yesterday. In reply he 
wrote the following letter: 

“By direction of the Secretary of 
Commerce, I submit my resigna- 
tion as of today.”

His friends immediately charged

said that the demand for Ashburn’s 
resignation was the result of reor- 
ganization plans under study for 
the past three or four months. Oth- 
er than the personnel changes fu- 
ture plans for the corporation were 
not announced.

Film on Water Carries 
Flames to Wooden 
Homes — Bridge Burns, 


Cutting Off Escape. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Nov. 15 
(AP).—Volunteer workers searched 
Lake Maracaibo today for the bodies 
of 500 to 800 persons estimated to 
have died in a fire on Monday night 


which swept the oil town of Lagun- 
ilias, a village of wooden shacks 
perched on stilts at the water's 


edge. 

While the searchers paddled 
through the floating debris and 
charred piling—all that remained of 
the shanty town which housed 2500 
persons employed in the great oil 
fields nearby—the Government mo- 
bilized its resources to aid the sur- 
vivors. 

Airplanes took doctors and nurses 
to the scene while additional first 
aid parties and suppiies were sent 
by boat from the other side of the 
lake, 60 miles away. Troops kept 
order. 

President Eleazar Lopez Contre- 
ras, who decreed three days of 


mourning throughout the country, 
raised a relief fund of 355,000 boli- 
vars ($110,050), which was swelled 
by other subscriptions. 

Temporary quarters for the in- 
jured and homeless were set up in 
Ciudad Ojeda and Bachquero. 


100 Bodies Recovered. 


Recovery of the bodies of the vic- 
tims, many of whom were thought 
to have been children, was hin- 
dered by the debris which covered 
the water. About 100 bodies had 
been recovered last night, and au- 
thorities could only guess at the 
number still lying beneath the 
wreckage. 

Hundreds of survivors who lost 
relatives lined the shores as the 
gearch progressed. 

The cause of the fire, under in- 
vestigation by a special commission 
composed of three Cabinet Minis- 
ters, remained uncertain, but was 
generally attributed to the explo- 
sion of a kerosene lamp in one of 
the shacks. Many parents were 
away to the movies and had left 
their children home. 

So swiftly did the flames sweep 
through the stilt village that hun- 
dreds were trapped in their homes 
without a chance to reach the shore. 

The surface of the lake, covered 
with a film of oil, caught fire, cut- 
ting off escape. The flames stopped 
rescue attempts. 

Eye witnesses said a launch 
which attempted to approach the 
burning village was engulfed by the 
flames and sank with all aboard. 


Bridge to Land Destroyed. 


An off-shore wind, which swept 
the fire out into the lake, speedéd 
destruction of the houses, about 
200 of which were grouped in an 
area equivalent to one or two city 
blocks. A bridge, connecting the 
houses with the shore, was quickly 
destroyed. 

Oil company properties in the 
vicinity of Lagunillas, which is 
about 30 mies from the seaport of 
Maracaibo in the heart of Vene- 
zuela’s rich petroleum country, were 
reported unda ed. 

Three major “producers, Royal 
Dutch Shell, Standard of New Jer- 
sey and Gulf Oil. Corporation, have 
terminals in the Lake Maracaibo 
region. Much of Venezuela’s an- 
nual production of about 188,000,000 
barrels is handled through Lagunil- 
las and the neighboring towns of La 
Rosa, Cabimas and La Salina. 

At Lagunillas, oil piped from 
inland and from wells drilled in the 
bed of the lake is loaded on smal! 
tankers for conveyance across the 
shallow bar at Maracaibo to ocean- 
going tankers in the harbor. 

Several years ago the Venezuelan 
Government, with the assistance of 
the foreign oil comyanies, built the 
new village of Ciudad Ojeda to re- 
place the flimsy, oil-coaked Lagu- 
nillas. However, in spite of the 
fact the natives were supplied at 
the new town with free water, gas 
and light service, they did nut like 
it and failed to move in great num- 
bers. Today the oil companies sup- 
plied transportation to move the 
refugees from the burned town to 
Ciudad Ojeda.

U-BOAT IN RESCUE 


Germans Told Them to Hold

BALTIMORE, Nov. 15 (AP). — 
How 12 British seamen clung to 
the side of a German submarine in 
hope it would not be forced to sub- 
merge was recounted today by Paul 
V. Gilbert, crewman of the Ameri- 
can oil tanker R, G. Stewart. 

Gilbert said the Stewart was en 
route to the United States from Le 
Havre when on Sept. 11, about 200 
miles off the French coast, it was 
stopped by the U-boat and the 
Stewart's captain was ordered to 
come aboard with his ship’s papers. 
Before he complied, a fog lifted 
and a British ship, the 9456-ton In- 
verliffey, was sighted about a mile 
and a half awry. The submarine 


started in pursuit, but returned 
shortly with the British seamen 
clinging to the sides, and the In- 
verniffey ablaze. 

“Somehow, their lifeboat was 
swamped while they were being 
towed toward us by the sub,” said 
Gilbert. “The men thrashed about 
in the water until the submarine 
officer told them to cling to the 
side of the sub. The the subma- 
rine cruised over to us. 

“After the rescue, they told us 
the Germans said that if a British 
destroyer or a plane were sighted 
the submarine would have to sub- 
merge immediately and the men 
would have to swim for it.” 

The 12 and 23 others who escaped 
in two more lifeboats afterwards 
were placed aboard the American 
ship, City of Joliet, bound for Eu- 
rope.

CHANGES IN 


PRESIDENT HINTS HE OPPOSES 


SHIP REGISTRY 


Says This Country Should Not Put Other 
American Republics in Position 
Different From Own. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
A Staff Correspondent of the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—By 
stating that he did not believe the 
United States should put a sister 
American republic in a position 
different from our own, President 
Roosevelt at his press conference 
late yesterday ciearly implied that 
at present he is opposed to trans- 
fer of more ships from American 
to Latin-American registry. He 
insisted, however, that no final 
decision had been reached. 

The announcement came when 
he was asked whether he agreed 
with Secretary of State Hull that 
the proposed transfer of eight 
United States Lines ships to Pana- 
ma registry would violate the let- 
ter and spirit of the revised neu- 
trality legislation. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that he agreed 
in part with Secretary Hull’s in- 
terpretation and added that one 
phase of the controversy over the 
registry transfer, as recently pro- 
posed by the Maritime Commission, 
had been generally overlooked. 
This was, he continued, whether we 
should put a sister American re- 
public in a position different from 
our own. 

Tanker Transfer Stands. 

The previous transfer of registry 
of Standard Oil tankers to Pana- 
ma, he declared, was water over 
the dam «nd should not be taken 
as a precedent. Then, he asserted 
that the more he studied the sub- 
ject the more he thought we should 
not put the sister republics in a 
different position. 

He declined to be more definite, 
observing that reporters could see 
which way the wind was biowing. 
If the President goes through 
with the implications of his state- 
ment, he will have bowed to the 
arguments of Secretary Hull, 
House Majority Leader Rayburn 
and many other advocates of neu- 
trality revision who insisted that 
the proposed change of registry, 
while strictly legal within the let- 


ter of the law, was not contemplat- 
ed when Congress passed the new 
legislation. 

As at his previous press confer- 
ence, the President emphasized 
that he was interested in the hu- 
man side of the controversy, mean- 
ing the plight of the American of- 
ficers and crews thrown out of 
work by the new law. 

One or two things, he said, had 
already been worked cout for these 
men.

Transfer to Be Made After 
Jan. 1 as Result of Low- 
ering of Eligibility Mini- 
mum to 65. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15. — 
Direct unemployment relief work 
in Missouri, which has been cur- 
tailed because of inadequate appro- 
priations by the 1939 Legislature, 
will be aided considerably early 
next year by the transfer of about 
5000 persons from the relief rolls 
to the old-age pension rolls, accord- 
ing to the State Social Security 


~ Commission. 


The transfer will be made under 
the amended State Social Security 
Act, which reduces the minimum 
age of eligibility for old-age pen- 
sions from 70 years to 65. The 
change in minimum age becomes 
effective Jan. 1. 

The commission estimated that 
about 7000 men and women be- 
tween the ages of 65 and 70 were on 
the relief rolls at present, and that 
about 5000 of them would be eligi- 
ble for old-age pensions. 

The State relief rolls for Novem- 
ber carried a total of 77,766 persons. 

Commission officials indicated the 
relief recipients eligible for pensions 
would be transferred as rapidly as 
possible after the first of the year. 
Applications for ‘pensions, by per- 
sons between 65 and 70 cannot be 
filed until after Jan. 1, it was said, 
but commission field workers now 
are checking the cases of persons 
between those ages now on the re- 
lief rolls. 

Under the amendments to the So- 
cial Security Act adopted by the 
1939 Legislature, the ‘ommission is 
following a policy that old-age as- 
sistance cannot be extended to an 
applicant who is receiving  suffi- 
cient help from any other source.

PILOT KILLED WHEN 


S100 PLANE FALLS 
IN TEST FLUtHT 


Part-Owner Hurt in Crash! 


Near Belleville of Re- 
built Machine Purchased 
Last Week. 


George A. Theodorcff, East St. 
Louis filling station attendant, was 
killed and Earl Clark, an electri- 
cian, was injured seriously late 
yesterday when the $150 second- 
hand monoplane Theodorotf was 
flying with Clark as a passenger 
crashed into a field about a mile 
south of Belleville. 


The plane went into a spin from 
about 500 feet shortly after taking 
off fom the Herbert Flying Field, 
a small privately owned field south 
of Belleville, and crashed into a 
corn field on the nearby farm of 
Vincent Guetterman. 

Theodoroff, 22 years old, died 
of a broken neck, fracture of 
the skull and internal injuries 
Clark, 20, suffered a fractured right 
leg, back injuries and cuts aout 
the head. He was taken to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, Belleville. 

The crash was witnessed by 
Clark’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Clark, 1805A St. Clair ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, who had gone 
with their son and Theodoroff to 
the airfield, where the plane was 
kept. Clark and another East St. 
Louis youth, both of whom held 
private pilot’s licenses, had bought 
the plane last week for $150 from a 
St. Louis man. The plane had 
been rebuilt recently, and Clark 
had asked Theodoroff, who had a 
commercial pilot’s license, to test it 
for him and see if they had ob- 
tained a bargain. 

After arriving at the field, 
Clark warmed the motor of the

plane and took it on a short flight 
around the field. When he landed 
Theodoroff rot in and took over 
the controls. 

Clark’s father said the two took 
off and circled the field at about 
1500 feet. The plane then glided 
down to about 500 feet and started 
into a steep bank in turning. It 
suddenly began to side-slip and lost 
speed, then went into a tail spin. 
In crashing, the plane dug into 
the soft ground and was wrecked. 

Guetterman, who was in his barn 
close by, went to the wrecked plane 
and pulled Clark out. With the h~': 
of others, who arrived soon after, 
he took Theodoroff’s body from 
the wreckage after considerable dif- 
ficulty. 

At the hospital Clark told his fa- 
ther that just before the plane 
went into the spin he heard some- 
thing snap, but said he did not 
know what had caused the noise. 

Theodoroff was employed at his 
father’s filling station and lived 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Anton Theodoroff, at 1005 Piggott 
avenue, East St. Louis. Clark has

QUINCY, Mass., Nov. 15 (AP).— 
The nation’s newest , destroyer, 
named in honor of the late Admiral 
William 8S. Benson and christened 
by his widow, slid down the ways 
today at the Bethlehem shipbuild- 
ing plant. 

Admiral Benson's distinguished 
naval career covered 47 years of ac- 
tive service and included command 
of the Philadelphia Navy Yard, 14 
years as chief on naval operations, 


service on a commission which con- 
ferred with the Allied Powers dur- 
ing the World War and on the 
commissions which drew up naval 
terms of the Armistice and nego- 
tiated peace.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP).—The New York Giants, themselves, 
breathlessly anounced night baseball in the Polo Grounds yesterday— 
after just about every baseball writer in town had been anouncing it 


for them for weeks. 

“We're going to have the finest 
lighting plant in the game for 1940,” 
President Horace Stoneham said. 

“We'll play our first game at 
home either the last week in May 

or the first in 
== June, and -/ill 
- have seven games 
P under the lights 
> d ‘ng the 1940 
‘w season. We'll in- 
© vite each of the 
» other clubs in the 
league to play 
one night game 
at the Polo 
zrounds.” 

Thus, the last 
major league 
stronghold 
against night ball 
passed out of the 
picture. Just 
about a year ago 

this time, the Giants vowed they 
would never play under the lights, 
either at home or abroad. Every 
other team in both leagues saw 
some night time action during last 
season. 

The reason for the about-face 
could not be learned. Giants’ of- 
ficials hemmed and hawed some- 
what when the question was put 
to them. The rumor is Bill Terry 
was the chief arguer against the 
lights, but that when club officials 
considered the revenue it would 
bring, they over-rode Sweet Wil- 


liam. 
Going It Whole Hog. 

Now the club is going the whole 
hog. Not only will there be seven 
night games in the Polo Grounds 
next season, but the Giants also 
will play under the lights in Cin- 
cinnati, Philadelphia and Brook- 


lyn, 

Y With the Giants coming into the 
fold, seven of the 16 major league 
clubs will have night baseball next 
season. In addition to the four in 
the National, Chicago, Cleveland 
and Philadelphia in the American 
play under the lights. 

The world champion Yankees are 
still strongly opposed to night 
baseball and all other new-fangled 
ideas. 

“We originally had planned to 
wait until 1941 to start,” Stoneham 
explained, “but since «-e made the 
decision finally, and figured the 
revenue is so high, we thought we 
might just as well start in 1940. 
However, we'll have no foot-racing 
or circus stunts before our games, 
although we may have a band.” 

Construction will start soon after 
Jan. 1, he explained, and the entire 
plant will be ready April 1. The 
installation will cost more than 
$100,000, and operation of the 200- 
million candlepower system will 
cost about $300 a game. 


It’s Open Season for 
Any Kind of Suggestion. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP). — 
The trend toward inter-league play 
in the major leagues, gradually 


with a can tied to its tail, was 
given a new push today by a sug- 
gestion which met with the ap 
proval of several of baseball’s more 
influential citizens. 

The sponsor of this plan, a well- 
known official of the national 
pastime, asked that his name be 
not mentioned. But you got the 
idea that it might be brought up 
at next month’s major league meet- 
ings, along with the suggestions of 
Larry McPhail, for eight “world 
series” right down the line between 
the two loops, and Gerry Nugent, 
for a Shaughnessy playoff in the 
big leagues. 

The new plan goes something 
like this: 

1. Cut the regular season play 
down to where each team, instead 
of meeting every other team in its 
own league 22 times a season, would 
take the others on in only 18 
games—nine at home and nine 
away. 

2. Then each team in each league 
would play four games with every 
team in the other league. 

3. These four games — two at 
home and two abroad—would count 
in the pennant standings, some- 
what on the order of the national 
professional football and hockey 
leagues, 


Ford Frick, the National League’s 
president, unofficially thought the 
idea a good one, 
“At least,” he pointed out, “it’s 
& progressive step. And baseball 
must keep on showing progress all 
the time, just like a business. 
“The trend is definitely toward 
inter-league play, sooner or later.”

TOLEDO, O., Nov. 15 (AP).—Ne-

President Donald Barnes of the 
Browns and Secretary William De- 
Witt will be here next week to com- 
plete the deal, Shank said.

The practical consequences will 
be very considerable.

If, for the second time in a gen- 

eration, the Low Countries are in- 
vaded by German armies in order 
to outflank the French defenses 
and threaten the security of Great 
Britain, the German people must 
not be astonished if men reach the 
conclusion that the only satisfac- 
tory frontier on the West is the 
Rhine. That has always been the 
opinion of the French army. But 
British opinion and, in 1919, Amer- 
ican opinion refused to let the 
French adopt so drastic a method 
of insuring themselves against an- 
other invasion. 
But if now The Netherlands is 
invaded for the express purpose of 
conquering England, is it likely 
that British opinion will again op- 
pose the establishment of a strate- 
gic frontier on the the Rhine? It 
is difficult to say. But it is some- 
thing that the German nation will 
have to reckon with as a real pos- 
sibility if Hitler carries out this 
threat. 

It seems to me less probable that 
there could be a negotiated peace 
after The Netherlands had been in- 
vaded. Just as the Russians are 
making a strategic frontier to hold 
Germany at bay in the Fast of 
Europe, so in all human probabil- 
ity would the Allies make such a 
frontier in the West.

What is more, once the horrors 
of such a crime had been perpe- 
trated against The Netherlands and 
Belgium, there will be little effect- 
ive sentiment left in this country 
to oppose the Allies if they make 
their own strategic security the 
first condition of peace. This is 
not the kind of peace we should 
like to see. It is not the kind of 
peace which could give Europe 
tranquillity. But it might be the 
only kind of peace which is pos- 
sible. 

The pact with Stalin was an 
irreparable act which, for as long 
a time as one can see ahead, will 
alter the whole position of Ger- 
many in Eastern and Central Eu- 
rope. The invasion of the Low 
Countries would be another irre- 
parable act which would, inevitably 
I think, alter the whole position 
of Germany in Western Europe for 
a long time to come. 

The consequences of the Russian 
affair will outlast Hitler and Hit- 
lerism, and so would the conse- 
quences of another invasion of one 


or both of the Low Countries.

Nazi Problem 


Men Limited to One 
Suit, One Shirt a 
Year, Women to 
Two Dresses.

BERLIN, Nov. 15. 
LOTHES and how to get them 
Care the great question of the 
hour in Germany. Regulations 
for rationing wearing apparel— 
cards for which are to be dis- 
tributed Monday—were made pub- 
lic today and all Germans are scan- 
ning the lists with understandable 
diligence. 

Up to now clothes have not been 
rationed by cards but one has had 
to fill out an affidavit showing 
need and get a permit from the 
District Burgomeister’s office to ob- 
tain a suit, shirt, dress, slip, stock- 
ings and almost all other things to 
wear. 

Now that the high command of 
Nazi economics has worked out 
clothing rations, a special permit 
will not be necessary for most of 
these commodities. Instead, every- 
body except a baby is to be allowed 
“100 coupons,” which he can use 
up for clothing any way he likes 
in one year. 


One Suit, One Shirt a Year. 


For example, 60:coupons are to 
be taken from a man’s clothing ra- 
tion card if he buys a suit, 20 for 
one shirt. Thus, if he buys a suit 
and two shirts in 12 months he has 
nothing left for a night shirt, re- 
quiring 25 coupons, underpants 
(long) 20 coupons, and socks, five 
a pair. 

Overcoats are not obtainable on 
ration cards. “Permission to pur- 


given if the old coat to be replaced 
is produced,” says the announce- 
ment today. “As a general rule the 
old one will have ‘to be given up.” 

Only in cases of large families, 
it is explained, will it be permissi- 
ble to keep an old coat, too, for the 
use of the children. 

A special application also will 
have to be made “for permission 
to purchase shoes and boots of 
every kind, for people of all ages.” 

The wardrobe problem of. the 
German woman is at least as acute 
as that of the German man. If 
she buys one woolen dress—any 
kind of wool—for the cold German 
winter, it will take 40 of her 100 
coupons for the year; if she buys 
a non-woolen dress for summer, it 
will take 30 more. Thus for the 
year she will have just 30 more 
coupons with which, for example, 
to buy stockings at four coupons 
the pair, panties at 16 coupons for 
wool and 8 for non-wool, under.

After she had gone, 
I returned to that magazine sur- 
reptitiously and finished the article 
to the last word. It told about the 
life of Wilhelmina, Queen of The 
Netherlands, when she was a small 
child—how she insisted on. taking 
her dolls with her on journeys, with 
their’ own diminutive beds and 
bedclothes all packed into a spe- 
cial dwarf suitcase “because they 
object to sleeping in strange beds” 
—how, having been told by her En- 
glish governess to draw a map of 
Europe, as a punishment for neg- 
lect of her studies, she revenged 
herself by producing a map show- 
ing an enormous Holland beside a 
measly, almost invisible England. 

I never forgot that article. 
Though it merely described an 
amusing child it somehow seemed 
to hint at a future woman of com- 
mon sense and genuineness and 
simplicity. 


Danger of German Invasion 


Long ago that child became that 
sort of woman. And now after 41 
years on the throne of The Neth- 
erlands, her little kingdom is con- 
fronted for the second time in a 
quarter of a century with the im- 
minent danger of invasion from 
mighty Germany. 

Queen Wilhelmina faces that pos- 
sibility with coolness and calm, 
after the. fashion of the sturdy na- 
tion which she rules—or, rather, 
guides. For years ago, her mother, 
the wise dowager Queen Emma, 
taught Wilhelmina the true rela- 
tionship between her and the land 
of dikes and democracy over which 
fate had made her Queen. The 
mother one day took -her little 
daughter to the balcony of the roy- 
al palace in Amsterdam to hear the 
cheers of a vast crowd of Hol- 


landers assembled to do homage 
to the royal pair. 
“Mamma, do all those people be- 
long to me?” asked Welhelmina. 
“No, my child, you belong to all 
those people,” replied her mother. 


First Servant of Nation 


That reply sank into the child’s 
mind. Ever since she has proved 
to her subjects that she considers 
herself the Dutch nation’s first 
servant. And the Dutch, to show 
that they fully realize how she has 
behaved as their monarch, stand 
behind her, in a solid mass, shoul- 
der to shoulder, brimming with 
loyalty, in the dark hour of peril 
that now faces her and themselves. 

Wilhelmina, is in her sixtieth 
year. She has been Queen in fact 
since 1898—and legally since she 
was a baby, counting the years of 
her mother’s regency after the 
death of her father, King William. 
And she knows exactly how to be 
the monarch: of a nation like the 
Dutch, 

They are a strange blend of in- 
tense individuality and intense 
pride in their ruling house. There- 
fore, part of the time she acts like 
a scion of the Orange-Nassau. dy- 
nasty which has ruled over The 
Netherlands for three centuries— 
that is, she moves with regal dig- 
nity, cloaks herself in ermine, holds 
her royal scepter, dons the crown 
jewels of her kingdom, is every inch 
a Queen. 

Then after she has given her sub- 
jects their fill of pomp and circum- 
stance, she gets on a bicycle and off 
she pedals, like any other Hol- 
lander. 


Queen Bakes and Knits 


Or she goes into the royal kitchen 
and bakes a pie, or, seated com- 
fortably at the window of her royal 
residence at The Hague, in plain 
sight of passers-by, she knits. Or, 
tired of city life, she disappears 
from The Hague to turn up at the 
royal bungalow thaf she built for 
herself years ago on the dunes, It 
is as rough as a fisherman’s hut, 
open to the tempests of the gray 
North Sea—this home she loves 
best of all. 

Not long ago it became necessary 
for her to receive there the leader

But, if we are to maintain a strict' 
official neutrality to keep us out 
of this war, that doesn’t mean that 
we should either keep silence about 
everything that Britain does in sim- 
ilar categories much less than we 
should sprinkle whatever she does, 
no matter what may be its odor, 
with patchouli leaves, even if print- 
ed American criticism of Britain 
is sometimes garbled and misquot- 
ed in German papers. 

Like almost every other Amer- 
ican, my feeling is for England and 
against the Nazis. I know of no 
drop of blood in my veins that 
doesn’t come from the British Isles 
—from England, Ireland, Scotland 
and Wales; but I have another feel- 
ing many times stronger than 
either of these opposing ones—it is 
for our country. 

Reasoning Needed. 

I think one-sided comment on 
this situation is, of itself, danger- 
ous. To whatever extent any com- 
ment has effect, it seems to me 
that that kind of dishonesty builds 
up émotion for one side of a for- 
eign quarrel and intensifies it 
against another.

A PLAN FOR GOVERNMENT ANNUITIES. 


New York’s Senator Wagner is preparing to greet 
the next Congress with a proposal that the Govern- 
ment offer for sale annuities, paying up to $100 a 
month, at a cost about 30 per cent less than the 
charge made by insurance companies. 

Here is a real effort to banish the dread phantom. 
of an impoverished and helpless old age that haunts 
so many Americans. It is pot a complete solution 
of the problem by any means, since it is only a kind 
of self-help, available to those who can afford it. 
But it does take up the burden where the Social 
Security Act leaves off. It offers a way of supple- 
menting social security payments, and, what is far 
more important, it would be available to large cate- 
gories of workers not covered by the Social Security 


“act. For obvious reasons, it was not practical to in- 


clude farm workers and domestics, for. example, 
among the social security beneficiaries. 

But while it may be all but impossible to collect 
taxes from the housewives and maids of America, 
there is no reason why these maids should not go 
to the nearest postoffice to take advantage of Sen- 
ator Wagner’s proposed annuity plan. This fea- 
ture of the proposal alone will extend a degree of 
assured security—or at least the opportunity to at- 
tain it—to about 10,000,000 persons. 

The fact that the insurance companies are not in- 
terested in this type of business clears the way for 
support of the measure. And this support should 
come from both major parties. The proposal is no 
more partisan than the problem with which it seeks 
to cope. Nor is it another paternalistic spending 
scheme. Details are still to be worked out, but it 
seems certain that the bill, when drafted, will repre- 
sent a sound plan, based on actuarial experience. 

As such, it will cost the Treasury nothing. The an- 
nuitants will provide for themselves, The Govern- 
ment’s contribution will be the saving that it can ef- 
fect by managing the plan on a non-profit basis. 
This Wagner plan promises to do for the whole 
nation even more than the Brandeis state-managed 


The country needs as many of these contributory, 
or self-financing, plans as can be devised. Each one 
sharply reduces the number of utterly dependent aged 
for whom there is no help other than public charity. 
One of the most gratifying aspects of Senator Wag- 
ner’s proposal is that it represents a commonsense, 
realistic approach to a problem that has long been 
wound up with billowing clouds of sentimentality. 
Here is no magic formula that pretends with a single 
phrase to guarantee all of us a secure and happy old 
age. However, by reducing the problem’s dimen- 
sions, the plan can contribute to its solution. One 
more objective on the wav to the goal will have been 
gained. And that’s how progress is made—bit by 
bit, rather than by a sudden, full-blown miracle. 

All similar measures are to be welcomed, not only 
because they will relieve us of a large portion of an 
inevitable tax load, but even more because, by en- 
abling persons to help themselves, they allow them 
to raise their heads with the proper pride of inde- 
pendence. Such plans are, in fact, a fine tonic for 
the spirit of America. 

CRITIC MEETS CAT.

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LOVE IS RIGHT ON THE JOB. 

Ever since Helen launched the thousand ships and 
littered the Priam Plaza with the debris of the top- 
less towers, love has been carrying the torch. In the 
brief and too infrequent intervals of sanity, love 
naturally wears a quieter iris, exercises a gentler 
authority, contrives less deviltry. But in the great 
crises of history, when the very river of time tum- 
bles turbulently between banks of frenzy and hate 
sits on the throne in foaming fury—even in those 
forbidding circumstances, Love is still right with us. 

Nobody who scans the present terrestrial picture 
can find much to admire, or extol, or be happy 
about. To most impartial observers, the whirling 
planet is close to a total loss. Everyone is wonder- 
ing what kind of catastrophe is lying in wait for him 
just around the corner.

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RACE ADAMS, psychologist and writer, 
has chosen the case-history method to 


tell the story of America’s experiment in 
providing made work for the unemployed. 


In “Workers on Relief” (Yale University 


Press, New Haven), she relates the experience 


of various men and women who found 4 
livelihood in the WPA and other emergenc 
organizations created to cope with the prob 
lem in the last‘10 years. Statistics and opin- 
ions are presented in the narratives about 
this cross-section of the nation’s life. 
There is Tony Pucelli, an illiterate cobbler, 
who wanders through a maze of loca! and 
Federal agencies. Joe Jackson, an electri- 
cian, becomes enmeshed in three months of 
red tape, and finally is assigned to leading 
school children around to view the wonders 


of Manhattan. Nicky Wollf’s experience 


demonstrates the efforts to organize unions 
in the WPA. Marion Heller, a medical grad- 
uate, becomes disillusioned as she finds h 

self hopelessly branded as a “relief worker.” 


These are but a few of the people Miss 
Adams.uses to tell her story, beginning when 


the WPA was inaugurated with four billion 


dollars, amid the enthusiasm of workers, 
local communities, private industry and the 
public in general. 

Treating the WPA as a gigantic and com 
plicated organization that has become the 
basis for a new social movement, she de 
scribes its clashes with the unions, and the 
struggle of its employes in assuming thelr 
former position in society as workers for 
private industry. She answers many of the

Delegation Whi Which Stead- 
fastly Resisted Soviet De- 
‘mands Is Met by Mini- 
sters at Helsinki. 


HELSINKI, Nov. 15 (AP),.—A 
Finnish delegation returned home 
from Moscow today after steadfast- 
ly resisting Soviet Russian demands 
for territorial concessions and pre 
pared to report at once to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The delegation was greeted at the 
etation by Premier Aimo Cajander, 
members of his Cabinet and Minis- 
ters of the Scandinavian nations. 

Dr. Juho K. Paasikivi, who head- 
ed the mission, told interviewers he 
did not know whether the negotia- 
tions with Moscow would be re- 
sumed. 

“The positions of the Russians 
and Finns differ greatly,” he said. 

Asked to comment on a state 
ment by Taas, official Russian 
news agency, that Finland would 
be forced to come to terms within 
seven months, Paasikivi said: 

“Such calculations are obviously 
erroneous. We can certainly hold 
out much longer.” 

Diplomatic observers previously 
had expressed belief that Russia 
would continue massing troops on 
the Finnish border in the hope that 
the economic strain of counter-mo- 
bilization might force Finland to 
yield. 

Paasikivi said that during the 12 
days the delegation was in Moscow 
on the third and last vieit it had 
met only three times with Soviet 
officials. Joseph Stalin was present 
at two of these meetings and was 
“very active,” Paasikivi added. 

Meanwhile, civilians removed 
from Helsinki as a precautionary 
measure during the Moscow nego- 
tiations were urged officially not 
to return because “the causes which 
inspired the removal remain un- 
changed.”

limited to 10 pounds each. The 
usual gift consisted of one pound 
each of coffee, tea or chocolate, but- 
ter, fats; cheese, oatmeal, and rice, 
and a half-pound of soap, 200 grams 
of beef, 300 grams of condensed 
milk, and 50 grams each of cinna- 
mon and pepper. 

Deliveries were undertaken not 
only for German citizens but for 
prisoners of war if their where- 
abouts are known. 

Entrup said citizens of Yorkville, 
a German-American community on 
the Upper East Side, were swamp- 
ing his exchange with orders, al- 
though orders were coming from 
every state in the union.

MARITIME BOARD AND WP A 
OFFER AID TO JOBLESS SAILORS 


Waterfront Projects, Training 
School Proposed for Men Made 
Idle by Neutrality Law. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP).— 


The Maritime Commission and the 
WPA offered assistance today to 
seamen made idle by the Neutrality 
Law. 

The WPA raised relief quotas in 


five coastal cities so that 5000 sail- 
ors may be added to the rolls. They 
will be assigned to waterfront im- 
provement and similar projects. 

The Maritime Commission offered 
facilities for training 8360 officers 
and crews of ships tied up by re- 
strictions in the Neutrality Law. 
While in training, the seamen will 
receive $36 a month and officers 
$125, plus food, clothing, quarters, 
medical care and transportation. 

The commission’s proposal was 
criticised last night by the Mari- 
time Federation of the Pacific 
Coast, an organization of several 
unions, mostly affiliated with the 
CIO. The federation objected on 
the ground that “no seaman will re- 
ceive relief unless he first enrolls 
in the maritime training service.” 

From San Francisco, the federa- 
tion sent telegrams to Mr. Roose- 
velt and all West Coast Senators 
and Representatives, saying:

How Figure Is Computed. 

The $100,000,000 was coniputed 
like this: By the end of March, 
Germany and the British Empire 
supposedly will have spent $17,- 
262,000,000 for a war that began 211 
days earlier, on Sept. 2, or $81,800,- 
000 a day. By the end of December, 
120 days after the start of hostili- 
ties, France will have spent $2,- 
194,758,081, or $18,200,000 a day. The 
total is $100,000,000 a day. 

That figure does not take into 
account the billions that were spent 
in years prior to the German-Brit- 
ish fiscal period of 1939-40 and the 
French year of 1939 for arms and 
ammunition now being expended 
on the Western front. 

This is the way the estimate was 
reached, with an account of some 
of the exacting .axes levied to foot 
the bill: 


GERMANY—Probably no one 
outside Hitler’s inner circle knows 
exactly what Germany is spending 
for the war—or anything else. The 
Nazis do not publish budgets. 

However, Hitler has said that war 
expenditures for the last six years 
would total $36,000,000,000 (figuring 
on a value of 40 cents for the 
reichsmark). That is six billion a 
year, nearly four times the current 
national defense expenditures of 
the United States, a country much 
wealthier than Germany. 


Current Cost, 12 Billion. 


In addition, a decree of Sept. 22 
provided an’ additional six. billions 
for the 1939-40 fiscal period ending 
March 31, That is an aggregate of 
12 billions being currently spent. 
Some observers say that figure is 
ridiculous. Others declare there 
isn’t that much money in all of 
Germany. 

Still, no figure could give the 
whole picture for Germany, inas- 
much as its entire economy has 
been geared to its military aims for 
years. Cash outlay is merely ore 
cost factor. 


For instance, in order to meet the 
war’s costs, Germany not only in- 
creased taxes, reduced non-military 
expenditures © y 50 per cent and un- 
dertook short-term borrowing, but 
according to information here it 
also lowered wages and  »prices, 
thereby reducing the cost of war 
supplies to the Government. 

Main tax increases were: A 50 
per cent rise in the rate on incomes 
over $960, a 20 per cent suftax on 
tobacco, beer, liquor and cham- 
pagne, and a 15 per cent levy on 
the shares of states and communes 
in national revenues. 


The press estimated that the new 
taxes would yield $2,000,000,000 a 
year, giving total revenues for 1939- 
40 of $8,800,000,000, as against $6,- 
860,000,000 last year. 

Those estimates, if accurate, do 
not lend credence to the enormous 
size of Germany's reported war ex- 
penditures, unless the Nazis are 
blithely incurring deficits of enor-

defense purposes. The Government 
also planned to borrow : $60,800,000 
for a public works program, which 
probably could be altered to con- 
form to defense needs. Additional 
expenditures for war purposes have 
not been disclosed here.

Citizens’ Road Association 
Suggests Fresh Committee 
Draft Long Range Program 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15.—A 
fresh start on the problem of 
working out a new highway pro- 
gram for Missouri, reasonably sat- 
isfactory to all interested groups, 
which would provide for mainte- 
nance, improvement and expansion 
of the State highway system, was 
recommended to the State High- 
way Commission yesterday by the 
Citizens’ Road Association of 

Missouri. 

R. 3. Brownlee of Brookfield, 
president of the association, and 
Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City, 
Suggested that a new State high- 
way program committee, represent- 
ing all groups, be appointed to 
draft “an adequate long-range 
highway program” and financing 
plan. 

The commission had asked for 
suggestions from individuals or 
groups interested in the State’s 
present highway situation of in- 
adequate revenues for the road 
construction and expansion consid- 
ered necessary. It has pending be- 
fore it a recently proposed plan 
which calls for a three-cent State 
gasoline tax, elimination of city 
gasoline taxes, and transfer of the 
control of supplementary road con- 
struction from the commission to 
the county courts of the .114 coun-

The Citizens Road Association 
recommended a committee of about 
10 members be appointed by Gov.

tion was not in full accord with 
some of the other provisions. 

He said the city now collects 
about $1,200,000 a year from the 
city gasoline tax of 1 cent, which 
would be abolished if the pending 
proposal were adopted by voters of 
the State. A provision:of the plan 
for division of the proposed 1-cent 
increase in the State gasoline tax, 
between the cities and counties, 
for use on city streets and local 
roads, would give St. Louis about 
$1,100,000 a year, on available esti- 
mates, Hanke said. 

“Obviously,” Hanke said, “it 
would not be any advantage to 
have our present city tax taken 
away from us, if we will receive 
less under the proposed plan.” 
He said the proposed plan was 
vague as to the method of pay- 
ment of funds to be apportioned to 
the cities, and that the cities, now 
collecting their own gasoline taxes, 
would be handicapped if they had 
to wait on biennial appropriations 
by the Legislatures from proceeds 
of a State gasoline tax. 

Maj. Robert B. Brooks of St. 
Louis, a member of the commis- 
sion, pointed out that St. Louis 
might lose $250,000 or more a year 
in Federal highway grants if the 
proposed plan were adopted, due to 
the provision for local county and 
‘city control of part of the con- 
struction. Federal road _ grants 
have been dependent on central 
State control. of construction, 
Brooks said.

stor Harry S. Truman, was brought 
sharply into the open by the Gov- 
ernor’s abrupt statement yesterday 
if opposition to the selection of any 
Missouri delegates to the national 
convention not in complete sym- 
y with President Roosevelt and 
licies. 

at natn the Governor did not 

mention Senator Clark, his purpose 

to block the selection of Clark's 
delegates was unmistakable. It 
presages a fight over the delegation, 
in which the Governor can hardly 
expect to be entirely successful, at 
least in St. Louis, but in which he 
can look for success in some of the 
Maeral districts. The fight will cul- 
minate at the Democratic State con- 
yention in April or May. 

Senator Clark was reserved but 
somewhat bitter in his refusal to 
comment in detail on the Gov- 
ernor’s statement. “Gov. Stark has 
made many statements which I did 
not care to answer,” Clark said. 
‘This is just another one.” 

Rupture Brought to Surface. 

That the situation will develop 
into an open fight by the Clark or- 
anization on Stark in the Sena- 

rial race can hardly be doubted, 
raising the question in the minds 
of some of the Governor’s support- 
ers as to his political sagacity in 
bringing the rupture to the sur- 
face. However, most of them are 
inclined to believe that it was only 
a question of time until the oppo- 
sition of the Clark forces became 
active. 

Whether the Governor’s action 
was inspired from Washington, or 
whether it was due to his personai 
decision that, to bring on a quick 
battle was advisable, so far has not 
® been disclosed, 

It came very soon after the Gov- 
ernor’s return from Washington 
and, while the statement was given 
in response to a reporter’s ques- 

on in the Governor’s regular press 

nference, it was clear that Stark 
prepared for the question, 
ready with a response which he 
refused to amplify when other re- 
porters questioned him about its 
applicability to the Clark favorite 
80n issue. 

One possible development of the 
Governor’s fight on Clark is that 
the senior Senator will throw his 
strength to United States District 
Attorney Maurice M. Milligan of 
Kansas City for the senatorial nom- 

ation. Milligan has not indicat- 

an intention to become a can- 
fidate, but he is discussed in every 
political conference dealing with 
the race. 

Milligan’s candidacy, if it ma- 
terializes, might prove extremely 
dangerous to Stark, who enters the 
campaign devoid of strong party 
organization support. His independ- 
ence of the party leaders in patron- 
age and other matters has not en- 
deared him to the organization. 

Handicap Once Overcome. 

While he was able to overcome 
this handicap in his advocacy of 
Judge James M. Douglas for the 
Supreme Court nomination last 
year, the situation then was differ- 
ent. Judge Douglas had the sup- 
port of the St. Louis organization, 
though in Kansas City and through- 
out most of the remainder of the

JAPAN REPORTS 


TROOP LANDING 
N SOUTH CHIN 


Defenders Acknowledge At- 
tack Has Been Launched 
but Deny Enemy Has 
Gained Foothold. 


HONGKONG, Nov. 15 (AP). — 
Fresh Japanese forces landed to- 
day on the Kwangtung coast near 


Pakhoi and launched as assault 
generally viewed as the start of a 
new South China offensive. 


Japanese headquarters, announc- fis 


ing that a combined army and navy 
force had landed at the southern 
port on the Gulf of Tonking, said 
it was p inland against Chi- 
nese defenders. 

Hongkong spokesmen for the 


"/Chinese Government acknowledged 


that an attack had been launched 
but denied the Japanese had ac- 
complished a landing. They said 
Chinese shore batteries replied vig- 
orously to the fire of 40 Japanese 
warships lying off the coast. 

The Chinese said the attack was 
launched at a point on the coast 45 
miles west of Pakhoi and 80 miles 
south of Nanning, a Kwangsi prov- 
ince army center. 


Pakhoi, 300 miles west of Hong- 
kong, British crown colony, is just 
north of Hainan Island, strategic 
base which the Japanese seized last 
Feb. 10. On the same date, Jap- 
anese naval planes bombed Pakhoi. 
Inconclusive fighting has continued 
in the southern area. 

Lending support to the belief 
that a broader southern offensive 
finally had been launched was a 
statement by the Japanese Foreign 
Office in Tokyo today, saying, “in 
connection with the operations just 
undertaken, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will adhere strictly to the pol- 
icy hitherto pursued toward third 
Powers.” Pakhoi and Hainan Island 
are near French Indo-China and 
have been viewed as lying within 
the French sphere of influence. 

When the Japanese took Hainan, 
both Great Britain and France in- 
quired as to Japanese aims and 
were told the occupation would 
continue only as long as necessary 
to wage war against Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

Britain is interested in the Gulf 
of Tonking area because of its 
proximity to the big British base 
of Singapore. 

The Japanese offensive in North 
China and the Yangtze Valley has 
been quiescent since the Chinese 
reported they had turned back a 
Japanese drive in Hunan and Hu- 
peh provinces five weeks ago.

Head of Republic Steel 
Praises Dies Committee 
— Denounces Wagner 
Act as Disturbing. 


BUSINESS STILL 
HAS ITS PROBLEMS 


Charges Misrepresentation 
of Effect of Recent 
NLRB Decision Against 
Republic Steel. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 15 (AP). — 
Tom Girdler, chairman of Repub- 
lic Steel Corporation, expressed 
doubt today that business would 
continue to revive. 

“Our problems are with us today 
just as they were last August,” 
Girdler said. “The war in Europe 
has brought no permanent solu- 


tion.” 
Girdler gave his views in an ad- 
dress to Ohio steel executives. 
“We are told that a truce has 
been declared in the warfare on 
business; that politics and business- 
baiting have been adjourned,” said 


Girdler. “I sincerely hope that is 
true. But the story has a familiar 
ring and, as much as I would like 
to believe it, I am patiently wait- 
ing for some concrete evidence.” 

Fixing the steel industry’s aver- 
age net return for the last 10 years 
at 2% per cent, Girdler said the 
industry should earn 10 per cent 
on invested capital in peak years 
to fortify it against bad years. In 
1929, he recalled, the return was 
9.1 per cent. Since then the indus- 
try spent $1,500,000,000 in modern- 
izations, he asserted. Adding: “Our 
critics are interested only in keep- 
ing steel prices down regardless 
of costs, regardless of profits, re- 
gardiess of any return to the half 
million people who have put their 
savings into the industry. The end- 
ing of the (European) war should 
not destroy the torces of recovery 
which were at work before the war 
started.” 

Praises Dies Committee. 

Girdler declared the Dies com- 
mittee “has earned the nation’s 
gratitude by its fearless exposure 
of the subversive elements working 
to undermine our democracy at 
the bidding of two alien dictators.” 
Those “who now are loudest in 
their attacks” on the committee he 
termed “the very ones who were 
so conspicuously silent when the 
LaFollette committee was applying 
the indefensible methods of the in- 
quisition for the purpose of brow- 
beating and _ intimidating and 
smearing business men and legiti- 
mate corporations,” 

Expressing conviction “the Wag- 
ner Act has done more to disturb 
industrial relations in the United 
States than any other legislation 
in the history of the country,” Gird- 
ler said: “In addition to stirring up 
labor strife, the Labor Board hear- 
ings and the litigation which often 
follows them have served to de 
velop in the public mind a great 
many misconceptions which are far 
removed from actual facts. 

Charges Misrepresentation. 

“For instance, it was generally 
reported last week that the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Philadelphia, to which Republic 
had appealed its Labor Board case 
arising out of the 1937 strike, had 
sustained an order of the Labor 
Board directing the company to re- 
employ 5000 men and to give them 
$7,500,000 in back pay. The fact is 
that nowhere in the Labor Board's 
order were these figures used, nor 
were they used in the decision of 
the Court of Appeals.” 

Girdler said the company would 
have to pay only a fraction of $7,- 
500,000 if it lost an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

“Although 5000 applications were 
received by the company from 
strikers following the Labor Board 
decision, many of them were from 
employes who had been already re- 
turned to work and many more 
employes who filed applications 
were returned to work immediate- 
ly following the board’s order,” he. 
explained. “Relatively few men who 
filed applications and who are en 
titled to employment are now out 
of work. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the $7,507%900 back wage fig- 
ure which has appeared in the 
newspapers, and which came from 
‘the CIO, existed only in their 
minds.”

Made His Bid 
Of Six Clubs 


Used ‘‘Dummy Reversal” 
Instead of Depending on 
Diamond Break.

ber bridge: 
“South, dealer.

“West opened the diamond nine. 
South strongly suspected a double- 
ton and feared that the lead might 
possibily be a singleton, It appar- 
ently was hopeless to play for an 
even division in diamonds, and an- 
other line of play was decided upon. 
The diamond king took the first | 
trick and a low spade immediately 
was led in the hope of finding the 
ace on side. The ace of spades 
captured the king and a diamond 
was returned, which declarer al- 
lowed to ride to dummy’s queen. 
A low spade from dummy was 
trumped and a heart led back. 
Another low spade was trumped 
and dummy was entered once more 
with a lead in the high heart. A 
spade was led and trumped for the 
third time with the queen of clubs. 
The lead of the king of clubs was 
followed by the 10, which was over- 
taken by dummy’s ace. On the lead 
of the jack of clubs declarer tossed 
his losing diamond. A low dia- 
mond was taken by the ace in de- 
clarer’s hand, and the queen of 
hearts led for the twelfth trick. 

“While the hand is not such a ter- 
ribly unusual one, it is a good illus- 
tration of the use of the ‘dummy re- 
versal’ as an alternative method of 
playing a’ hand rather than de- 
pending on a break of diamonds 
which immediately held little 
promise of success. Obviously, the 
hand could have been made in an- 
other way by leading three rounds 
of hearts and discarding one dia- 
mond from dummy on the third 
lead. The losing diamond in de- 
clarer’s hand then could be 
trumped high in the dummy, Per- 
haps this latter method might be 
considered the better one, as it 
would guard against a 4-1 distribu- 
tion of clubs, Nevertheless, it is

Two points stand out in this deal, 
one,,that while the final contract 
was eminently correct, South bid 
somewhat too strongly on his own 
cards. Having “reversed” by 
bidding clubs first and later dia- 
monds, he did not have the values 
for his four heart bid, even though 
it was used as an asking bid. It 
was North who should have done 
most of the bidding after South’s 
first two bids. This point, how- 
ever, is not very important, con- 
sidering that the partnership did 
reach the proper spot. The second 
point covers the play of the hand. 
My correspondent’s conjecture that 
it was not played to take advant- 
age of “percentage” is quite cor- 
rect. The method used (ruffing 
out dummy’s spades and, in a 
sense, converting the dummy into 
the master hand) was not nearly 
as propitious as playing three 
rounds of hearts, discarding one of 
the dummy’s diamonds, then cash- 
ing two diamonds and ruffing a 
third round of diamonds with a 
club honor in dummy.

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TIM HOLT--HERO on HORSE

‘ HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 15. 


L makes him scrub behind the 
ears and go to dancing school 
when he would much rather be 
scummy and play shinny on a va- 
cant lot, Tim Holt is a bit edgy 
these days because his studio is try- 
ing to make a drawing-room decora- 
tion out of him instead of letting 
him devote himself exclusively to 
horse operas. Put Tim on a pony 
with a shootin’ iron in his hand 
and he’s happy. Put him in white 
tie and tails or in a periwig and 
period costume and he wilts like 
wistaria after a heavy frost. 

Yesterday at lunch Tim was pret- 
ty miserable. For his role in “Swiss 
Family Robinson” he was wearing 
some skin-tight breechés and had 
his hair in pin curls.
